A Desperate All'ray in a Fari»* 
Newspaper OlOcc. 



Pauis, Jan. 8. — "Are you tho scoun- 
drel who wrote the article that caused 
tho assaasi nation of our mother}" shriek- 
ed a man clad in the uniform of an of- 
ScL-r of police na ho bo dashed into the 
editorial room of the (';•; (hi Pniplf last 
night, shortly after the uiiduight hour, 
with a loiided revolver in one hand, a 
sword in the other and a dagger thrust 
in his L;irdle. The assassin was accom- 
panied by his brother in citizen's dress, 
who also hold a relvolvor in one hand 
and in the other a glittering dagger. 
The unexpected lu-eseiice of the men 
evidently bent on uiurdcrous work 
naturally caused a sensation aiuoiig the 
journalistic fraternity, who wero 
about; preparing to leave after their 
night'H work, The attendants who tirst 
encountered the men were under the 
impression that they were A iiai-'.-liisLs, 
and lhat an attempt was to be made to 
mob the ollicH. Tliey therefore hastily 
closed the inner doors, but the excited 
men ilunc themselves against thfi wood- 
ed panels with such force as to smash 
them to pieces, injuring one of the at 
tendants in the head. Within tlu- eili- 
torial room, a inonnnit later, the Hci^ne 
was one of great oxeiteinenl. A sliding 
window had been withdrawn by one of 
the editors to ascertain the cause of tho 
fracas outside, and advantage was tak- 
en of it instantly by one of tlio assas- 
sins to lire a shot through the ajierture, 
which narrowly escaped killing the edi- 
tor, who IhiJ in alaini. IL was at this 
iinmieueL liuU liie men forced t.iii!ir way 
into tho editorial sanctui", the one in 
uniform muttering tho above exclama- 
tion. The linit person they encounter 
ed was iM. Due, who lleil ihrougii the 
doorway lo .an inm-r room and clo.sed 
the door ill 1 he faei' of his iissailnnts, 
but lit! siiiaslied tliepiiiicl to fragliieiits 
and pursued Due to llie cabinet of iNl. 
Waller, the director of the |iaper, on 
the tlireshold of which he alii)|icd and 
fell prostrate on the floor. The man in 
uniform iiia<la a sword tlirusi. at the 
editor, but as the gliltering blapi^ was 
descending Due, liy a great ell'urt, 
grasped it in his haiiil, cutting his ling- 
ers through to the bone, hut twisting 
the blade until it rerembled a corkscrew 
and saving Lis life. He also succc-cdini 
in drawing iiin revolver and fired m^ver- 
al shots in rapid succes.siuii at thea.saa.s- 
siiis, two of the bullets taking; eU'ecL in 
'die chest and leg of one of tlieia. Duo 
was wouiidetl in tin! hifl side liy the 
sword blade. A perfect iusillado of 
shots followed, tlie noise resembling 
that of a miniature battle and alarming 
the neighborhood for blocks around. 

Tlii! eIltil•l^ newspaper force— pditors, 
reportiu's, a'.LhiKlauls, printers, proof- 
readers and ni(-sseng(;rs — (|uickly enter- 
ed the room and joined the attack on 
the assaBHiiifl, who were quick iy disirm- 
etl. The man in uniform saiik senseless 
to the lloor, his clothing covered with 
blood, while his companion shrieked 
out wildly, "They hav(! killed niy moth- 
er and my brother. To morrow it will 
be my turn." liotli uksii were removed 
to a police station about 3 o'clock this 
morning. The one in uniform had re- 
covered consciouHiiess and shouted wihl- 
ly, "Oh, the wretches! the wretches! 
Hewaro of my brother. The latter o.m 
claimed cxciih.'dly, "'They have killed 
my motherl They liavc killed my broth- 
er! Unl and 111!'! I want to murder 
thcml" He wrestled desperately with 
the guards, but was of coursn power- 
less to carry hia threat into execution. 

At the hearing which followed late 
in the day the fact was disclosed that 
the two men were the .sons of Mnie. 
Ballerich, who was asKassinated a few- 
weeks ago in the IJoulevaid de Oreuel 
le, and are holh raombers of the police 
force. The elder is Charles Ballerich, 
commissary at St. Ouen, and the other, 
Norbert, a sergeant of tlm Paris force 
After the murder of iMiiie. 1'alle.vich 
they applietl for [lermission to go in 
search of the murderers, but it wa.s re- 
fused, and in their ^grief and despair 
they driiiil' liouvily until it ia Lbougjib 
their reason was dethroned. A police 
oflicial met Norbert lost night deeply 
intoxicated, and was tolil by him that 
he was on his way to tho office of tlK; 
Ci i -III I'lnplr, HRekiiig veiigeanei!. That 
p.ui-:ial had made frecpieiit attacks on 
I ho biotluTs, and in tlieir fren/ied con- 
nition they imagined the editor re 
siionsible for their mother's aasasmna- 
tion. Nobiirt in dangerously woinul(Ni. 
'i'he surgeons i-xtracted two of the bid- 
ets from his wounds, but tlie tbirJ re- 
;iiaiua in his breast. iM. Due is not 
dangerously wounded. The cdilor-in- 
cliief of tho paper, M. Jules Valles, 
was absent at th« time of the exciting 
episode. Nearly the entirs news spai(; 
in to-day's journal.s is devoted to ac- 
counts of the attein}ile<l assassination. 
The Cri Ju Pi'tiph: made its ap|)enrance 
as usual, devoting an entire page to a 
grapliic account of tho e,\:ci ting and 
murderous atlraj. 

The Ballei-ieli brothers have for a 
long time been tracking the iiiurderer.'s 
of their mother and havn naiise.d th^ 
arrest of several innocent jiersons; The 
Cri du I'tniple had aecustHl (he govern- 
ment of making u.sn of murder seii.sa- 
tions in order to ilive-rt, public attention 
from the 'ToiKjuin trouhloH and the 
treasury deficit, and had asserted that 



the Ballerich brothers would be pro- 
moted if they loft the sensations alone. 
Tho inainuation drove Charles Hellc- 
rich into a state bordering upon actual 
frenzv.

In.stead of adopt ing new 
and improved methods for ex- 
tracting giia from coal as fast as tiiuy wore 
inventod tho company have worked the 
old plant to its utmost capacity and drawn 
oiiornioua profits, and now are paralyzed 
with astonislHiienl that tliey are not able 
to su[)pl3' [^as as cheaply as companies 
in other towns who luve taken advantage 
of eveiy improvement and have main- 
tained thoir plant in a state of economic 
ollicionc}'. '1 lie company complain that 
tho consumptiiin of their conioicjdiiy is 
limilud. 'I'liat is due eiit.ivly tuthe man- 
ner in which its alhiirs have been and are 
being managed. They pursued a niggardly 
and grasping policy towards the corpor- 
ation and lost their best customer. They 
have pursued ui>d continuo to pursue a 
similar line of pnliey tivwarda workshops, 
stores and liousehnhls and that is why the 
demand is light and the outcry against 
their exiiotions universal. It is nioii- 
strous that Victoria should be rcijuired t(j 
pay §4 or even $3 a thousand for gas 
while San Francisco, which imports its 
coal from Naiiaimo and pays six bits a 
ton duty upon it, is siniplied at S2 and 
|J2 lio a thousand. .And iimv what d'l thi; 
company propirse to the city council! To 
reduce the rate to citizens iri iiciralty if the 
corporation will give them GOO a year 
for maintaining from 150 to "200 lamps 
(how careful the cautious secretary is not 
to commit himself hy 50 lamps!) This 
would be aredneti iii wilh a vengeance. 
J{cd)biiig I'eter tu pay I'liul. Oll'eriiig to 
reduce to i>ri vai consumers if the city 
will compensate tin'iii for the redueti ui. 
What is this oll'er but .i roiiiidiibout iiie 
tliod of causing the city to pay the pre 
iiont high rates under tho Iniiisparent pre 
tonoo of making til 'in lower. The projm 
sition slioiibl lie carefully cniisidered by 
tho coiincil and if a lnplfd by them should 
be placed hefure tlie r.itepayuis for ap 
proval or rejectioti.

Peace or War! 

To THE Editoh: — As it is evident that 
there- is a [."irty who are eagerly urging 
thu governinent to carry out a warlike 
pobcy against the Metlakalitlaus in the 
avowed hope that thu secular arm will 
bring back that misguided people to snh- 
m-SBioii of the church, I think I may bo 
permitted a short space in your columns 
to advocate a peace, ul policy. I do not 
believe that tho war policy is the sonti- 
louiit of thu cwimtry. Talce iiwuy the feiv 
that are interested in white men's eii- 
croachmonts on Indian hunting grounds; 
the Tew that are pe soiially niubitiouij ef 
l' o aggraiid'seme'it of the church; and 
the few others to whom tho wholo ijuea- 
tion is troublr^oine rnd annoying; and I 
be'iovo it will bo fojnd that tho ma.s.s of 
peo|)!e of this ijrovince desire to sih- Met- 
lakahtbi go on prospering as of yore; and 
that for mmo of the abo\ e reasoim should 
it bo molested: at least witheut just cause 
p.-evioiisly shown. And assuredly tho re- 
port of the coniuiissioners shows no such 
cause. 

So far as instructing the public mind 
upiiii the merits of the case is concerned, 
1 .'eel bound with all respect to tho com- 
luissionors, to exfin^as my conviction that 
their report is a failure. It is probably 
their niiBfortniie rat her than their fault. 
Tho policy to which, I fear, they went 
committed was too strong for them. A 
dread of facing all tho fact.s is apparent 
thronehuut. 

How little definite infuriiiatioii tho ro 
port conveys us to tho true ntato of things 
at Metlakalita is apparent fiom its incoii 
sistent statements. At (uio time the coin- 
missioiiers say that thu villngu cuuncil as- 
sume to authorize the oommissicm of acts 
of violence, nnd that they make laws in 
disregard of the laws of the land; while at 
anothei they state th.-it the antlinrily ef 
the magistrate is rcspecleil, or do lliey 
hint at a single iiulance in which il lias 
been di.snbeyi'd. At ono time they idlirm 
that the INIethikahtlaus sot an cnV c.nod^i/i 
to tho surronndiug Indians; at aie ther 
Ihey compliment Mr. Duncan on the /eii.<- 
peiitij and sufinl iiiijinu-fini'itt. NoiV they 
arc almost sure lh.it the land troubles 
originated with the Metlakalitlaus and 
their advisers; and now admit that they 
niaj' have arisen from no less a personage 
than Lord DuflVrin himself. 

.-Vs to the resort to arm.s recommended 
by the commissioners 1 search in vain 
through tho re[iort for any facts tu justify 
it. In all my communicai imis tn ymi, .Sir, 
on the subject I liavo ever upheld the re- 
putation of the Metlakahtlans for peace 
lul, loyal conduct, and I do still. I iiiaiii- 
talii that not in a single instance have 
they belied that repiit.it imi by any act of 
lawless aggression or disloyal re;iistaiiee. 
There aro hints to tho contrary in the re- 
port it is true; as for insiaiice as to the 
burning of the church at Kitkahtla. Tho 
commissioners aro entirely mistaken. I 
assert without fear of contradict !'>n that 
tho Metlakahtlans had no more cotnplieity 
with that act than the C'liiiiiissiouerii 
thomaelves. As to the hnuses and giKuls 
which they rem-ived from Mission I'mnt, 
they were their own property, and tlo'v 
8iiii[)ly transferred them to noii-duhate- 
able grounds. The commissioners allude 
to a charge of riot but omit to state that 
the grand jury had thrown out the bill. 
Then of assaults coinniiltcd ..ii lesliup 
lltdley as things t-i be takmi for gi nned. 
It would surely have been more just if in- 
stead of admitting, as if for fairness' sake, 
that in ono ciise the ass.uilt bad been dis- 
proved, thoy had stated luie in which it 
had been proved. As it is, by their mie 
negative they leave an unlimited uum 
her of positives to the imagination of 
thoir readers. 

The fact is, sir, that this is a ease ef dis- 
puted title. The minonty at .Metlaliahtla 
have asserted by word and i/i< i/ th-.-ir right 
to select siteH and to build in the village in 
spite of tho council. Who, then, are the 
aggressors — tho council who follow, without 
change, the inoile of nianiigenn-iit approved 
by Sir. I. Douglas, Ijord DiillVrin and otlu-r 
adiuiiiistrators, for twenty yi .-irs past, and 
to wliii-h mode is due the lueseiit .uliiiilted 
state of 'prospc rily and .'.m-ial iiiiiirovriiieiit, ' 
or a new bmly witlimil llie ^;embl.uH■e of 
ai)i)ointiiient or junetiini ii( any kind'.'

This was a mistake — what 
he did say was that tho laws now in force 
aimed at the protection of tho miner and 
that an ollicor (pialitied uiulur their pro- 
visions which aro taken from the English 
laws, would bo better calculated to pre 
vent disaator in a iniiio than woiilil one 
who had simply paaaod an exaiuimiliiui at 
tho liaiida of a board of miners who might 
not bo pro-eminoiitly fitted to uador- 
takoaucliaii examination.

Hon. iMr. Robson said ho was reported 
as havii.'o stated that ihero was no separ- 
ate school system in Ontario. This was 
entirely incorrect, f»r he was on to 
aware of tho existence of such schools.

Ho must say in justice 
to the ])rovincial [;ovoriimcnt that they 
had always taken the position that if the 
Domiiiiun goveriiinont did not pay the in- 
debtedness they would devote tho §10,000 
to tho payment of creditors of MoNiiineo 
it Go. Tho Dominion govornment had 
withdrawn some time ago from their 
agroeniont, but since had expressed a wish 
to got back to tho old poHition, and the 
provincial guvesiimoiit wore quite williiio 
that such should be done. If tho Domin- 
ion govornmoiit did not do as they agreed 
the provincial government were again 
prepared to use the 510,000 for tho pur- 
pose of satisfying the claims of tho work- 
in on . 



Mr. Uelgdaen said that the government 
should have paid the amount lung ago to 
thu workiiigiuen and he trusted iiiimodi- 
ato action would be taken in the matter, 

Mr. John said he had no doubt that 
there was intich difliculty in settling this 
matter, but he wnuld aak that the local 
house uae groat discretion and mako cer- 
tain that the Duniinloii govornmoiit 
should not bo paid tho .^10,000 until thore 
was every certainty that tho local credi- 
tors:would bo paid. 

Hbli. Mr. Davie said that he Iiad no 
doubt that the remarks of the last speaker 
would comiiiend thomselvus to the gov- 
eriiinont. The boll, member for Esqui- 
mau bad found fault with tho govornmoiit 
for not paying over tiio money to the 
creditors. Thu government had dune all 
in their power, but they had no power to 
p.ay out tlio 810,000 in satisfaction of 
claima of creditors hero. They would be 
placiiio theiiiselvea in a daiigoroua posi- 
tion if they !igroed to satisfy tho claima of 
tlio creditors of McNainee. Everything 
in their power had been done. 

Mr. Theo. Davie said that ho had no 
doubt tho present resolution came aa a 
coii.'oquenco of tho reply inado by tho 
chief commissioiHT, that thu S10,()00 had 
becaino a ptirt of the consolidated rovoiuio 
of the [irovioce. This Wi'S a poor satia- 
faction to the w.-rkiiigmen who had not 
been p'aid. While the grass was growing 
the liorso was starving, and he thought, 
while ho did nob tiiid fault with thu gov- 
ornment and would boHevo that thoy 
were doing their best in tho matter, tho 
workinoiiieii should be p.iid at oiico. It 
seemed tu him that '.bo govornmoiit 
should iiitrndiice a hill or else provide 
some means to pay the men their just 
claims. If thoy could not pay it out of 
the &TO,000 lot the men bo paid out of the 
8:100,000 that the govcrmiieiit had made 
III t!io niattor of the dry dock. 

.Mr C illiraith said he thought if they 
atteinp'ed to settle the claims against 
MeXameo.'> Co., it might introduce liti- 
gation, me ed'ort should again bo 
made 1ol;oi the Dominion government to 
settle these claims or else to get an act to_ 
allow iliii provincial govornment to deal 
with the matter. 

lion, ,Mr. Kolisoii said it had been 
urged ui Ihe lirsi pi ice to use the .^lO.OOO 
to pay oil claims, but it was well known 
that 1 lu; sum was not tlion sulliuiont to 
pay iiir the amount, and they had gained 
by the delay iu the matter, aa tho larger 
bills had boon settled by McNameo & 
t'o.

Soiiea to pay i^itOi) upon tho arroat and de- 
livery of ICiiiia, and to guarantee §;i00 for 
expen.se3 in any event. Still later tho gov- 
ornment whon ho, the attorney-genoral, 
was absent, oflered a reward of §1,000 for 
the arrest and conviction of Eiiiia. Lastly, 
Ihe onverument had authori/.od the 
expenditure of a sum not exceeding

If this wore Si 
no evidenci! h ul boon fiiniialied the gov- 
ernment to justify pr iceeilinga, though ho 
believed a wa.rraiit had been sworn out; 
still thoro w-i no ovidoiice aupplicd to the 
oovernment lo siqiport the information on 
which the warrant issued. It was tho 
duty (if persons having knowledge of cir- 
cuuistaiicea inciil[ial ing Hio Indian to in- 
form the aulhorities.

Mr. Dr.ike said that in reference to tho 
late iirpiiry ho would move that tho house 
resolve isself into cnmniittuo of tho whole 
on the Metlakahtla 1 ndian enquiry. Tho 
ovidenco adduced by the late commission 



showed the Indiiin miaaioiiartes woiemore 
or lesa at the bottom uf the sv.iole troubles. 
Several clauses uf the evidence showed 
that Mr. Duncan was more, or leas respon- 
sible for tho opinions held by tho Indiana. 
Thore wore other clauses that showed 
the Indiana wore told th.it not this g.iv- 
eriiiiicnt or '.ho crown itself had any right 
over their lands. Tho few lines ha had 
read showed there was a serious casu here. 
There wore two courses before the goveru- 
meut, one was to turn over tu tho reaervo 
tho two acres of land on which the 
church waa situated; aecoiid, by force 
of arnu to conqiel them to respect 
tho law. The suliject was no doubt 
caused by ecclesiastical dispute, hut 
it had UuiV gone further, and if it 
waa ao, it waa a matter that tho pro- 
visional government had no power to deal 
with, but it waa a queation for tho Do- 
minion autlioritias to deal with. Tliero 
was a fooling iiiiiong the Indians that thoy 
had got tho best of tho goveriipient on 
several cccaaioiis, and the news ot any 
facta in connnctioii w ith it spread over the 
whole north-weat coast with great rapid- 
ity. The speaker hero referred to varioii.s 
ovidenco in tho report where be showed 
that Mr. Duncan was quite an actor, and 
could arrange a theatrical performance 
with groat success. However, ho did r.ot 
wish to discuaa the matter from an ecclesi- 
astic atandpoint, but hu thought if sotnu 
decided ateps wero not taken ihoy uiighl 
aa well hand over tho whole province to 
the native Indian tribes. There waa a 
auggoatioti by the coinnii!<sioiiors that Ihe 
wholo Indian lands should he h.indi'd ovop 
t.i tho provincial g.u'eiiimiini. Such a 
liropiiaition he felt q lite sure ivouid not 
be acceded to. There was the lauu'iitahle 
fact, he thought, lliat tho whole Indian 
troubJea had been caused by the Iiidii'.n 
iniasionarios. Tliuy were really in that 
part of the coast xutToriiig u ider a rmgii 
of turror by the way the Iiidi uis were act 
ing in referoiico to tho white population. 

Tho mutiuii was earned and the hoiiao 
went into committeo of the whole, Mr. 
Martin in the chair. 

Mr.Orr suggeated that tho committeo nlan 
deal with Skeen a river .md the It.ibine 
country, as miners had had their horses 
and provisions taken and only I'scqioii 
with their lives. Il was iir_;oiit thai lui 
modiato steps bo taken to protect iho 
white population. 

Mr, Grant suggeated thai tlio local oov- 
ernment ahnuld bo placed ill a p .aition 
ao us to take immodiato action iu case of 
any diaturbanco occurring. Tli.- coiiiuiis 
aionors might h.ive r. p .rtid mote fully on 
the matter and p ace the blame on indi- 
viduals. Mr. Drake had referred to Mr. 
Duncan. Ho had been informed by com- 
petent parlies that not only .Mr. Dnneau 
but Revs. Wooda, Crosby and (!reen wen> 
also concerned in the ni iltor. The way 
to look at matters wa-i to liud out the 
cause and rein.ive it. ,Mr. ("liii'onl hail 
given evidence that tho Indians on the 
Skeena had told him that they had been 
told thoy had the sympathy of the Met- 
lakahtla Indians, who condoned the of- 
fence uf killing Ye.inians and had a right 
to arroat any white' man who camn .ui the 
roservation. From this anil other evi- 
dence il would bo seen that men in that 
part of tho country would live in a state 
of fear. Tho same opinion was held by 
every white man having interest? in that 
part of the country. ..\ gre.it noiiiy c-a.ies 
could bo cited to show the ideas of the 
Indiana. The men wIm inculcated such 
ideas into tho minds of the Iiidiuns should 
bo shown that tliey would bo reached by 
tho law in backing them u)) in their ef- 
forts to break the laws of the country. 
The provincial aecretary bad very pruiiur- 
ly said the Dominjoii (ioveriiniciit acted 
hIoit in mutlurii uuiiiiMe:ud tviili this pru- 
viiico, yet he thought this gnvornnleiic 
should take some action in tho matter to 
convince the Dominion Government of tho 
urgency of thu case.
